Ninety-nine per cent of the retail 
hardware dealers who belong to these associations 
are looking forward to a brief outing in which 
they will renew friendships of former years 
and fellow members and form new ones; pick up a 
number of business pointers, both on the convention 
floor, over the soups and salads, or in some quiet nook 
of the hotel lobby; greet their friends in the travel- 
ing fraternity and call at their various headquarters 
and see what new goods they have to offer and inci- 
dentally what souvenirs they have to give away; and 
also enjoy a little gentle relaxation in the way of an 
evening at the theater or an informal smoker gotten up 
by the association. The dealer then returns home 
refreshed by a change of scene, invigorated by the 
friction of friendly intercourse and stimulated by the 
tonic of new business ideas. 

Ninety-nine per cent of the traveling men and mem- 
bers of various manufacturing and jobbing concerns, 
who attend these conventions, do so in a ‘spirit of 
broad-minded fraternity. Spending eleven months 
in the sale of goods and in impressing on the trade the 
fact that they give greater value for the same price 
than their competitors, they welcome a chance to drop 
business and show their customers that they are glad 
to meet them in an informal way when a studied 
demonstration of the merits of the oven of the Kan- 
garoo steel range is not the dominating chord in the 
conversation. Then again the traveling fraternity 
often find a convention the only chance they have to 
show a complete line of their samples. No stove sales- 
man, for example, can very well “tote” 3 or 4 stoves 
to a hundred or more different towns. 

The trade paper man goes to a convention to hustle 
and we can say from an experience extending over 
100 conventions that he has to hustle like a man 
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chased by a bear from before the convention: starts 
until after it finishes. 

The hote! man dog't go to the conventions. They 
come to him. Some hotel men -are good fellows, 
while others are rapacity itself. Many feel a civic 
pride in doing the best they can to entertain visitors 
to their city. 

Others welcome convention guests in about the 
spirit of a cannibal chief who sees plenty of bones to 
pick ahead. 

The brunt of the extortionate prices charged by 
some innkeepers falls mainly on the representatives of 
manufacturers and jobbers whose exhibits are gen- 
erally admitted by dealers to be a convention feature 
of great interest and benefit. 

Milwaukee, where one sees a larger gathering of 
traveling men than at any hardware convention, is one 
city where the representatives of wholesalers and man- 
ufacturers receive equitable treatment. Des Moines 
and Indianapolis are two cities where the principle of 
“all the traffic will bear” seems to have been applied 
with a vengeance. In this connection we would say 
that the traveling contingent were well treated at 
Cedar Rapids and Dubuque in Iowa and at-Tom Tag- 
gart’s hostelry in Indianapolis. 

Charges of $35 per day for a display parlor; a nervy 
reply to the effect that the two could have separate 
beds in the same room and use the same bath, paying, 
of course, full prices for separate room and bath in 
each case, where two representatives of a firm ask 
for reservations of a separate room with bath for 
each; charges for poorly furnished, poorly heated, 
poorly decorated rooms that are more than twice those 
charged for superior accommodations by the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria; all these are real and not imagin- 
ary instances of an outrageous avarice, a disgust- 
ing greed and an indecent rapacity that discourage the 
attendance not only of traveling men, but of hard- 
ware dealers as well at conventions; for evil tales 
travel fast and when a retailer outside of an associa- 
tion asks a traveling man what his hotel room cost 
him at the last convention and is told $14 a day, he 
is likely to be really and truly terrified. 

The remedy for this state of affairs would seem 
to be a prompt switching of association headquarters 
at the very first symptom of advancing rates. All 
hotels do not bear unsavory reputations for soaking 
their patrons and there may be good swimming even 
in a clayey pool. Prompt bdellatomy is the only rem- 
edy for these hotel leeches. 








Various financial and high grade daily 
papers published annual reports of banks 
and insurance companies shortly after 
the first of the year. We were glad in 
looking over thése reports to note that these great 
institutions had’ all done well the past year and a sigh 
naturally escaped us as we reflected that no benevo- 
lent uncle of ours had left us a nice little bunch of 
bank and insurance stocks. 

Fire insurance stocks pay good dividends in spite 
of the fact that the expenses of running an old line 
fire insurance company is far too high. 

From the standard fire insurance tables, it appears

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that in the first one hundred companies on the list 
during the year 1903 the average ratio of expenses 
to premiums was forty and eight-tenths per cent, 
while in preceding years this average ratio was often 
higher. As these tables are made up from statements 
furnished by the companies themselves, which have 
every inducement to make as good a showing as pos- 
sible, the facts are certainly not less favorable than 
these schedules make them appear. 

Insurance companies do not maintain a large and 
expensive plant, nor are they producing output for 
sale; and they cannot therefore be compared to man- 
ufacturing or transportation companies. Their proper 
expenses are only those of administration, including 
salaries, office expenses, salesmen, traveling, legal 
assistance and similar items. We think that no other 
form of business expends for similar purposes more 
than ten per cent of its income, and that an expense 
ratio of about fifty per cent, which seems common 
among insurance companies, is elsewhere unparalleled. 

lf the business world is paying twice as much in 
premiums as the actual losses incurred amount to, it 
would seem that the remedy for such a disease lies 
in mutual insurance, in which the business can be 
conducted on a moderate scale of expense, the income 
be applied to pay running expenses and losses, and 
the balance, after retaining a moderate guarantee fund, 
be distributed back to the insured in annual dividends. 

The various state hardware insurance associations 
are keeping their expenses down—way down in fact, 
and hence are offering a co-operative insurance which 
so far has proven sound as a dollar. Losses have 
been paid promptly and an immense quantity of dead- 
wood expense that has grown up like barnacles on the 
old line companies has been done away with from the 
start. 

But what good does it do you, Mr. Hardware Deal- 
er, how successful a co-operative insurance association 
your state hardware association has provided if you 
do not take advantage of it? 








AMERICAN commercial men do not seem to fully 
realize that in order to gain trade in China it is neces- 
sary to study the needs of the country, especially in 
the line of cheap goods, and to supply the goods 
wanted rather than to send to China merely a surplus 
of what has been manufactured for American or other 
foreign markets. The needs of China are special. 
In making goods for its people the extreme poverty 
of the great mass of them must be considered, and it 
must be remembered that they know nothing of life 
on the American standard. 








Tue Standard Oil Company, in spite of its colossal 
dimensions, does not produce one-half of the petroleum 
in the world. Statistics show that in 1902 Russia 
supplied over 11,500,000 tons, or more than 51 per cent 
of the world’s product of petroleum ; the United States 
produced not quite 10,000,000 tons, or 41 per cent, of 
the world’s product; the rest was divided among Ga- 
licia, a province in Austria, 573,440 tons; Roumania, 
320,000 tons ; Sunda Islands, 380,000 tons ; India, 180,- 
000; Japan, 120,009 tons; Germany, 50,000 tons; 
South America, 15,000 tons; Italy, 2,800 tons.

Then why operate in a limited territory? 

Of course stove and hardware manufacturers are 
more handicapped by freight tariffs than dry goods 
or optical men, but even at that stoves made in Mil- 
waukee, Wis., are sold in Los Angeles, Cal., saws 
made in Philadelphia are sold in Portland, Ore., and 
Portland, Me., while those made in Indianapolis are 
sold in Atlantic City and Astoria. Chicago hardware 
jobbers secure orders from Vermont and West Vir- 
ginia, while Tennessee hardware jobbers secure their 
slice of Illinois trade, and Indianapolis hardware men 
pick up crumbs of business in East St. Louis right in 
the very teeth of strong opposition. 

Of course the hardware manufacturer, particularly 
if he manufacturers a specialty that is not too bulky, 
is handicapped even less than the jobber by distances. 

The whole country is his field if he will but till it. 

Let him but wear the seven league boots of trade 
paper advertising and he can ubiquitously cry his 
wares in the Palmetto groves of Florida, the mining 
camps of Colorado and the timber clearings of Wis- 
consin. ; 

His trade paper advertisement, if full of life and 
energy, will awaken demand simultaneously in the 
adobe hut where hardware is sold in Arizona and 
the log cabin that temporarily does service as a 
Skaguay or Nome hardware store. , 

The millionaire hardware jobbing house and the 
thrifty tinner who has just started in the hardware 
business, risking the savings of years, will alike con- 
sider the availability of your goods in their business.

Tue study of the Notes and Queries column of a 
paper like THe AMERICAN ARTISAN is always inter- 
esting. The well posted dealer is often surprised to 
think some other dealer does not know the makers of 
some trademark line of stoves he has handled for a 
decade, or the location of some stove firm he knew 
when he was a “cub.” But the whirligig of time as 
often as not finds the dealer at a loss for information 
that the man whose former limitations he regarded 
rather contemptuously has at his fingers’ ends. 
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Nearly every week THE AMERICAN ARTISAN Note 
and Query editor tells some one the names of manu- 
facturers of solder for aluminum and yet such is the 
gentle reticence of makers of this solder that there 
are thousands of tinners and other metal workers who 
do not know that such an article is successfully manu- 
factured. 

I try to be as up-to-date as possible and to use the 
latest office appliances in the way of card systems, 
filing cabinets, check perforators, ete. I likewise— 
I will frankly own up—have a somewhat childish par- 
tiality for trying all the new games that come out, 
although my interest abates once I get the hang of 
Flinch, Sherlock Holmes, Ping-pong, Bunco, Worth- 
while or whatever the game may be. 

I watch the advertising pages of System, the Busi- 
ness Men’s Magazine, the Bookkeeper’s Bulletin and 
similiar publications for new office schemes and those 
of the magazines for new games to buy. 

I have no doubt that there are many office helps 
and new fangled games that would coax out my dol- 
lars if I ever heard of them. 

I do not doubt that there are hundreds of articles 
on the market that I personally want, but how am I 
to know about them? 

Some man in Saugatuck, Mich., may have invented 
a desk that effects a great saving in the time of ed- 
itorial workers but how can he expect to sell one to 
me when I do not know there is such a contrivance 
in existence. : 

The pup that barks is the pup that gets the bone. 

The face you see every day does not fade from your 
memory. 

The name you saw last week, see this week and 
will see next week is the name*you remember when 
buying goods. 

This is an artificial age and if I knew the right way

Tue Omaha Trade Exhibit of recent date contains 
an excellent expose of catalogue house methods in 
selling stoves, which is along the line of an article 
appearing in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN some months 
ago, explaining their methods of selling steel ranges. 
This Nebraska paper says that at the top of a col- 
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umn in a newspaper advertisement is a large cut of 
a stove, of which are figures, “We announce to the 
world the fact that it can be bought for $3.25.” A 
description follows, saying that this particular stove 
is all that can be desired; this stove as advertised has 
a 10-inch fire pot and weighs 70 pounds, and consid- 
ering the cost of material and the manufacture, it is 
probably sold at actual cost. The 
works out is explained in detail as follows: 


way the scheme 


Now, farther down the column, below this particuiar 
stove and cut, appear quotations of other stoves of the same 
design, only larger. These other stoves, so the advertisement 
states, have 12, 14, 16 and 18-inch fire pots. The 16 and 18- 
inch fire pot stoves are the ones with which we have to deal, 
for they are the ones the catalogue house designs to sell. 
Now the stove with the 18-inch fire pot, so says the adver- 
tisement, weighs 160 pounds and the price is $7.19. The 
material in*this stove, of course, costs the same per pound 
as the material in the $3.25 stove. Very well; it weighs 160 
pounds and at 2 cents per pound the material would cost 
$3.20. The cost of making would be just the same as that 
of making the stove with the 10-inch fire pot, the operations 
of making being the same, therefore, as the cost of making 
the first stove has been shown to be $1.85, the cost of making 
the larger stove would be the same. We will then add $3.20, 
cost of material in the large stove, to $1.85, the cost of mak- 
ing the large stove, and we have $5.05 as: the actual cost of 
the stove to the catalogue house. This which 
$5.05 is listed to sell at $7.19 therefore we have a profit of 


2.14 on the large stove, or about 42% per cent gross profit. 


stove cost 


Now listen what the advertisement says a little further 
down. 

“The 16 and 18-inch stoves are large enough to heat a 
big room or fair-sized house, upstairs and down, and for 
a general home stove we recommend sizes 16 and 18.” 


Nothing there about the 10-size which is listed at cost 
is there? What is the result? The patron of the catalogue 
house buys the large stove in which there is a profit of 42% 
per cent, but when he compares prices with his home dealer 
he uses the first stove in the list which is listed at actual 
wholesale cost, and which price the dealer, of course, cannot 
meet. Therefore the catalogue house kills two birds with 
one stone, it discredits the local dealer with his patron, if 
a comparison is made, and later sells a large stove at a profit 
of 4% per cent, for the patron will not buy the small stove 
when the advertisement practically informs him it is not 
what he wants. 


This is exactly the point which we made in refer- 
ence to the different-priced steel ranges, and which 
too many dealers lose sight of. It is not the small 
size steel range or cook stove whose price is glaringly 
advertised and which the dealer too often breaks his 
neck to meet, which the catalogue house sells or in- 
tends to sell, but it is the larger size steel range which 
is sold at a substantial margin of profit. 

Few among us, whatever our station in life, should 
not dislike to admit that they have been played for a 
sucker, and the farmer who spurns with disdain the 
dealer’s offer of a range or a cook at a fair price and 
commences negotiations with a Chicago catalogue 
house for one of the stoves which they offer as bait 
at a price which they do not intend to sell them for 
if they can possibly avoid it, is not willing to admit 
that when the transaction is through with he has paid 
a good deal more to the catalogue house for a piece 
of goods that is not any more satisfactory than he 
could have purchased in his home town for a lower 
price.

DEATH OF ALVIN C. MASON. 


The trade will learn with deep regret of the death 
of Alvin C. Mason of the M. & D. Range Co., 96-100 
Lake St., Chicago, which took place on Dec. 30, from 
pneumonia. Mr. Mason was born in Charlestown, 
N. H., in 1834. In 1855 he married Caroline Davis, 
the sister of Frank B. Davis, who was so long his 
partner. Mrs. Mason died two months ago. Mr. 
Mason is survived by two children, Carolyn V. and 
Harry W., a third child having died in infancy. 

Col. Mason served during the war with distinction 
and in 1865 became associated with the firm of Smith, 
Mason & Co., Springfield, Vt., manufacturers of a 
line of mop sticks and patent clothes pins. Mr. Mason 
came to Chicago in 1868 to establish a branch of this 
company. Five years later the firm of Mason & 
Davis was formed and they established a foundry, 
which was the first in Chicago where light castings 
were manufactured. In 1879 they embarked in the 
manufacture of stoves making a line of base burners 
and other heating stoves, cast cooks, etc. In 1884 
the firm embarked in the manufacture of steel ranges 
and hotel supplies. They were probably the first firm 
to make steel ranges for family use and one of the 
innovations they made in steel range manufacture 
which has been widely followed was the substitution 
of round for square fire pots. 

Mr. Mason was one of the best known and most 
popular stove and range manufacturers in the coun- 
try, and there was universal regret when it was 
learned that he had been taken seriously sick some 
three months back and that a couple of paralytic 
strokes left him in poor condition for withstanding any 
further complication. 

The funeral was held on Jan. 2 from the residence 
of his son in Irving Park to Oakwoods Cemetery, and 
was held under the auspices of Columbia Post of the 
G. A. R.

DEATH OF FAYETTE R. PLUMB.

Georgiana and Mrs. William Rohn. 

Mr. Plumb was born in Tonawanda, N. Y., on 
May 2, 1848. He came to Philadelphia in 1867, en- 
tering the employ of Lloyd, Supplee & Morton, the 
well known hardware ‘jobbers. He left them three 
years later to start the manufacture of edge tools in 
association with Jonathan Yerkes under the style of 
Yerkes & Plumb. On Mr. Yerkes’ retirement, Mr. 
Plumb became the sole owner of an extensive business 
in the manufacture of hammers and similar tools. Mr. 
Plumb was a genial and energetic man whose genius 
for organization was marked not only in the success- 
ful and systematic expansion of his own business but 
also in his assistance in the formation and strengthen-

COMPARTMENT COOLER. 





A. Major, 461 Pearl street, New York, is manufac- 
turer of the compartment cooler shown in the accom- 
‘ panying illustration. Ice 

and water are kept in sep- 
arate compartments and 
water is kept at an even 
temperature. The inside 
is made of malleable 
iron, and water compart- 
ment is lined with white 
porcelain. The body is of 
Flemish oak with polished 
brass hoops and makes a 
handsome ornament for 
; ) dining room or office. The 
Major's Compartment Cooler. well is made of malleable 
iron, with the top edge turned so that it is suspended 
in a groove around the inside of the staves near the 
top of the keg. This joint is sealed with white lead, 
making a dead air space between the sides and bot- 
tom of the keg and well, and prevents the metal parts 
being exposed to the outside air. The well is di- 
vided into two compartments by a partition extending 
across the center, one compartment being for water 
and the other for ice, thus keeping the two separate. 
The keg is provided with a bottom in the regular way, 
and a supplementary bottom is screwed to the first 
one, extending to the bottom of the lower hoop, to 
make a firm base for the keg to rest on. The cover 
sets on the top of the keg and comes down on the top 
of the water and ice compartments, closing the well 
against outside matter. One faucet is for drawing 
off the drinking water and the other for the melted 
ice. The cooler keeps the temperature of water at 
40 degrees and consumes a very small quantity of ice. 
It is very durable. In addition to water it may be 
used for iced tea and similar beverages.

FIGHTING CATALOGUE HOUSE COMPETITION. 








The Oshkosh, Wis., Northwestern of Jan. 5 con- 
tains an interview with R. M. Burtis of that city, vice- 
president of the Wisconsin Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association, in which he says that he has not heard of 
the proposed petition to the legislature against the 
mail order houses and does not believe that any such 
action will be taken. He says that the association 
has discussed the matter of mail order competition 
at previous meetings and the opinion seemed to be al- 
most universal that the dealers as individuals can suc- 
cessfully cope with the matter by making their prices 
right. For himself, he believes that no dealer need 
fear the Chicago concerns if he is disposed to be rea- 
sonable as to profits. He says that a couple of years 
ago he went after the Chicago houses himself. He 
sent advertising matter and circulars to all of the ter- 
ritory from which it is possible to get trade and agreed 
to meet any prices quoted by the Chicago concerns in 
their catalogues. The result was surprising. The 
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people who had received catalogues from Chicago 
would bring them with them and look over his stock. 
He says that they would find by comparison that local 
prices were no higher than those quoted in the cata- 
logues for the same articles and after looking at a few 
items and comparing prices they would put the cata- 
logue by and purchase regardless of the quoted prices 
by the Chicago concerns. 

Mr. Burtis states that those who have taken the 
trouble to find out, have ascertained that local mer- 
chants in all lines sell as cheaply as the catalogue 
houses, and the customer. has the opportunity to look 
the stock over in detail. There are those, he says, 
who will buy from outside firms anyway, but the ma- 
jority of people in Winnebago county have learned 
that nothing is saved by such buying and they prefer 
to purchase at home where they can inspect the goods 
for themselves. ;

If you have the space to spare, please publish this 
plan for forming boiler. Procure a piece of band iron 
two inches wide, one-eighth inch thick, and equal in 
length to the semi-circumference described by either 
end of boiler; and another piece half as long, but of 
the same dimensions. Form the first or long piece 
so that it will be just the shape of boiler end wanted. 
Next make a semicircle of the long, and a quarter- 
circle of the short piece; now you are ready to form 
an oval ball. Now set the rolls same as we would to 























form a circle; open up the front roll, so that the tin 
with new edge will run through straight. Now lay 
the short curved piece on tin, and run through, and 
you have the first quarter of your boiler formed. Run 
through until you come to end; then put on long 
curved piece of round tin, and you will form the other 
end of boiler. Finish the last quarter same as you did 
the first quarter, and you have a boiler formed, and 
have not changed your rolls.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


The protracted holiday season and the annual in- 
ventory have been evident in the lack of large trans- 
actions during the week. The market remains firm, 
however; interest is keen, and prices, especially for 
It is to be 


noted that many buyers in this territory are adding to 


southern goods, are almost certain to rise. 


their contracts placed last fall, thus showing that a 


heavy new business is anticipated. Moreover, many 


contract orders are received for deliveries earlier than 
those originally stipulated. All reports confirm the 
belief that the active demand for finished materials is 
a sound one and that wherever prices have not yet 
had an advance commensurate with pig iron they will 
soon be marked up. The trade as a whole now recog- 
nizes that the present level of prices is justified by 
conditions and that the basis of the recent activity has 
been a healthy revival of business. Even the buyers 
hitherto skepticak are now getting their share of the 
improved business and appear to. be ready to cover for 
their requirements at advanced figures without much 
further delay. 


PIG IRON. 


Though everything points to a resumption of buy- 
ing on a large scale in the course of the next few 
days, the market has been decidedly quiet for the last 
month. No sales of noteworthy magnitude are to be 
reported, but prices are very firm with a rising ten- 
dency. Northern irons are at $17.50, Chicago, for 
No. 2 foundry, while southern brands show a dis- 
position to spurn $13.50, Birmingham, for No. 2 
foundry. Foundry and malleable irons sold perhaps 
in greater volume than the regular grades and most 
of these sales were for second quarter deliveries. 
Silveries seem to be very scarce. Prices range from 
$20.30 to $22.80 for those containing 6 per cent to 10 
per cent of Silicon, but even at these quotations ship- 
ments are not always available. 

Perhaps the great reason why prices for pig iron 
continue to stiffen in the face of a very light demand 
is the great scarcity of coke. Furnacemen are wrest- 
ling with the question of costs. Whereas at this time 
last year producers were facing a declining market 
and doing all in their power to get the cost of pro- 
duction down below the selling prices, now they are 
confronted with the problem of holding costs as near 
as possible to the low level in order to. get some benefit 
of the advance in the market. On the basis of new 
coke contracts the cost of making pig iron will be 
considerably higher than it was in the closing months 
of last year. Added to this is the uncertainty on the 
parts of furnacemen of getting delivery. of what coke 
they have bought. Those who did not cover fully 
their ore requirements last summer have been paying

advanced figures for whatever they could lay their 
hands on. Everything points to higher costs. There- 
fore sellers are still holding off and find the tem- 
porary lull in buying quite to their liking. Provided 
the coke situation improves, there is a chance of an 
increase in output, but consumption seems to be more 
than keeping pace with any such possibility. The 
outlook, therefore, is for continued firmness with a 
tendency to advancing prices. 





SHEETS. 


Trade has been quiet, but it is thought to be merely 
a lull before a period of great activity. It is as yet 
a little too early for heavy buying on the part of 
roofers, and steel range manufacturers have already 
purchased their winter’s supply.

Spring steel, 2c; sleigh shoe, flat sizes, 1.6144c; con- 
cave and convex, 1.76%4c; cutter shoe, 2.25c; smooth 
finished machinery steel, 1.8134c; smooth finished tire, 
1.76%c; plow steel, 2.20c and upwards, according to 
quality; toe calk steel, 2.11%c. ‘Crucible tool steel, 
6'%4c to 8c; special grades of tool steel, 13¢ and up- 
wards. Cold rolled shafting is quoted at 52 per .cent 
from list on carload lots, and 47 per cent discount on 
less than carload lots. 





BILLETS. 


A great scarcity of Bessemer billets and sheet bars 
is reported, but should be taken with a pinch of salt. 
The abject attitude in which buyers are depicted beg- 
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ging for shipments is true only as compared with the 
situation six months ago. There is as yet no dif- 
ficulty for a man with the regular market price to ob- 
tain the goods. Nevertheless, there is no doubt but 
what conditions are 100 per cent more’ favorable to 
the mills than a month or more ago. 

Prices are unchanged and firm, as follows: Besse- 
mer rolling billets, 16 square inches in section and 
larger, up to but not including 100 square inches, $24 
per gross ton, Chicago; 100 square inches, up to but 
not including 400 square inches, $26; 400 square 
inches and larger, $30. Open hearth forging billets, 
$26 a gross ton for sections 16 square inches, up to 
but not including 100 square inches; billets smaller 
than 16 square inches in section or 100 square inches 
and larger, $28; axle billets, $28. Less than car lots, 
$2 extra. 





CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


A further strengthening of the market along all 
lines characterized the week. When the cost of pro- 
duction is raised, selling prices must be raised corre- 
spondingly or something is going to bust. This is the 
chief cause for the slow advance in prices which we 
have had to chronicle for the last month. Wire nails, 
for instance, have been selling at $2.00, car lots. 
This is 1oc higher than two months ago. But at the 
same time wire rods and billets from which these prod- 
ucts are made have risen also, and are now valued 
so highly that wire nail manufacturers find it dif- 
ficult to extract their ordinary profit from sales. Most 
other manufacturers are in the same position, and 
the only possible refuge is a general price advance, in 
which the retailer, too, must lend a hand. It is to 
be noted that little price shading is indulged in at 
present. This would show that the margin of profit 
is not so great as most people would be led to believe 
after glancing at the price changes of the past two 
months. 

Corrugated steel roofing and siding have advanced 
15c per square. Chrysolite ware is quoted at 50 per 
cent off list. Wire nails are selling well, though new 
business is light. Cut nails are not doing so bravely, 
inasmuch as prices are the same as those for wire nails, 
and at an even thing most consumers prefer the wire 
product, except for shingling and other special uses. 
Advances in the nail market are to be expected very 
soon. Manufacturers of both barb and smooth fence 
wire are well pleased with conditions. This is the sea- 
son at which demand may be characterized as usually 
almost nil. Specifications, however, continue to be 
active, though there is, of course, no new business. 
Mills are running full time. 





TIN PLATES. 


‘Conditions in the tin plate market are very satis- 
factory. The American Sheet & Tin Plate Co., re- 
ports 96 per cent of its tin plate mills in operation. 
Mills are assured a very active business for many 
months to come, and, it is alleged, that some contracts 
extending through all of 1905 have been signed. In 
some cases premiums over current quotations have 
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been asked and received. Jobbers quote per box as 
follows: First quality light plates, 1c, 14x14, $10.50;
